The different ridges which com- 
poſe this immenſe range of moun- 
tains, have different names in the 
different States, viz. the Blue Ridge, 
the North Mountain, or North Ridge, 
or Devil's Back-bone, Laurel Ridge, 
Fackſon's Mountains,and Kittatinny 
Mountains ; which ſee under theſe 
names. All theſe ridges, except 
the Alleghany, are broken through 
by rivers, which appear to have 


forced their way through ſolid 


rocks. This principal” ridge is 
more immediately called Alle- 
ghany,and is deſcriptivelynamed 
the Back-bone of the United States. 
From theſe ſeveral ridges proceed 
innumerable branches, or ſpurs. 
Theſe mountains are not confuſ- 


edly ſcattered, riſing here and 


there into high peaks, overtop- 
ping each other ; but run _ 
uniform ridges, ſcarcely half 
a mile high, They ſpread as you 
proceed ſouth, and ſome of them 
terminate in high perpendicular 
bluffs: others gradually ſubſide 
into a level country, giving riſe 
to the rivers which run ſoutherly 
into the Gulf of Mexico. 
AlxzenAN River, in

AMERICA, is one of the four 
quarters of the world, probablx 
the largeſt of the whole, and is, 


from its late diſcovery, requent=

ly denominated. the Mew Vorld 
or New Hemiſobere. This vaſt 
country extends from the 56th 
degree of S. lat. to the N. pole, 
and from the 55th to the 165th 
degree of W, long, from Green- 
wich, It is nearly 10,000 miles 
in length. Its average breadth 
may be about 1800 or 2000 miles. 
It enjoys almoſt all the variety of 
chmates which the earth affords. 
It is waſhed by two great oceans, 
To the eaſtward it bas the At- 
lantic, which divides it from Eu- 
rope and Aftica To the W. it 
has the Pacific, or Great South 
Sea, by which it is ſeparated from 
Alta. By theſe it carries ow a di- 


rect commerce with the other 


three parts of the world. Amer- 
ĩca is divided into two great con- 
tinents, called North and South 
Americs, by an iſtiunus about'5c0 
mites long ; and which, at Dari- 
en, about lat. 9 N. is only 60 
miles over; other writers ſay 
34 miles. 'Fhis iſthmus, wi 

the northern and ſouthern conti- 
nents, forms the Gulf of Mexico, 
in and near which lie a great 
number of iſlands, called the . 
Indies, in contradiſtin tion to the 
eaſtern parts of Aſia, which are 
called the Za,-In dies. In Amer- 
ica nature ſeems to have carried 
on her operations upon a larger 


ſcale, and with a bolder hund, 


and to have diſtinguiſlied the 
features of this country by a pe- 
culiar magnificence. Ihe moun- 
tains of America are much ſupe- 
rior in height td thoſe in the oth- 
et diviſions of the globe. Chim- 
borazo, the moſ? elevated point

lofty and extenſrve mountains of. 
America, deſcend rivers, with 
which the ſtreams of Europe, of 
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Aſia, or of Africa, are not to be 
compared, either for length of 


' courſe, or for the vaſt body of 


water which they convey to the 
oceaty. Ihe Danube, the lndus, 
the Ganges, or the Nile, in the 
caſtern hemiſphere, are not of 
equal magnitude even with the 
St. Lawrence, the Miffouri, or 
the Miſſiſippi, in N. America ; 
and fall far ſhort of the Ama- 
zon, and the La Plata, in 8. 
America. I be lakes of the New 
World are no leſs conſpicuous for 
grandeus than its mountains and 
rivers. There is nothing in oth- 
er parts of the globe which re- 
ferables the prodigious. chain of 
lakes in N. America, viz. Superi- 
or, Michigan, Huron, Erie, and 
Ontario. 'They may be properly 
termed inland ſeas of freſh wa- 
ter. And even thoſe of the fec- 
ond or third elaſs, are of greater 
circuit (the Caſpian ſea excepted) 
than the greateſt lake of the an- 
cient” contment. North America 
contains the four Britiſh prov- 
inces, Viz. I. Upper Canada; 2.

the Spaniſh provinces of Terra 
Firma, Guiana, Peru, Paraguay and 
Chili ; together with that of Bra- 
zil, belonging to the Portugueſe, 
and the country of Surinam, be- 
longing to the Hutch.

To ſteer 
for it from Cape Cod, the courſe 
is W. N. W. when within one 
league of the Cape; from Cape 
Cod to the light-houſe is about 
16 leagues; from Cape Ann the 
courle is S. W. diſtant 10 leagues.

The wharves and 
quays in Boſton are about 80 in 
number, and very convenient for 
veſſels. Long Wharf, or Boſton 
Pier, in particular, extends from 
the bottom of State-ſtreet 1743 


feet into the harbor in a ſtraight 


line. The breadth is 104 feet. 
At the end are 17 feet of water 
at ebb tide. Adjoining to this 
wharf on the N. is a convenient 
wharf called Minot's T, from the 
name of its former proprietor 
and its form. Veſſels are ſuppli- 
ed here with freſh water from a 
well ſurrounded by ſalt water, 
which has been dug at a great 
expenſe. Long Wharf is covered 
on the N. ſide with large and 
commodious ſtores, and in ev 

reſpect exceeds any thing of the 
kind in the United States. In 
February, 1796, a company was 
incor porated to cut a canal be- 
tween this harbor and Roxbury, 
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hich is nearly completed. The 
view of the town, as it is - 
-proached from the ſea, is truly 
Pesutifel and pictureſque. It 
lies in a cireular and 3 
irregular ferm round the har- 
bour, and is ornamented with 
ſpires, above which the monu- 
mentof Beacon Hill rifes pre- emi- 


nent; on its top is a gilt eagle 


bearing the arms of the Union, 
and on the baſe of the column 
are infcriptions, commemorating 


ſome of the moſt remarkable 


events of the late war. Beacon 
Hill is the higheſt ground on the 
peninſula, and affords a moſt de- 
Feohefal and extenſive proſpect. 
The Common below it, contains 
about 45 actes, always open to 
refreſhing breezes ; on its E. ſide 
is the Mall, a very pleaſant walk 
above 500 yards in length, adorn- 
ed with rows of trees, to which 
an addition of about 100 yards 
Has been lately added. Charles 
river and Weſt-Boſton bridges 
are highly uſeful and ornamental 
to Boſton; and both are on 
Charles river, which mingles its 
waters with thoſe of Myſtic-river, 
in Boſton harbour. Charles riv- 
er bridge connects Boſton with 
Charleſtown in Middleſex coun- 
ty, and is 1, og feet long, 42 feet 
broad, ſtands on 75 piers, and 
coſt the ſubſcribers 50, ooo doll.

The 
Cayuga nation, conſiſting of 500 
Indians, 40 of whom refide in the 
United States, the reſt in Canada, 
receive of the State of New-York 
an annuity of 2300 dollars, be- 
fides 50 dollars granted to one of 
their chiefs, as a conſideration 
for lands fold bythem to the State, 
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States, agreeably tothe treaty of 
1794.

CAYENNE, a province in 8. A- 
merica, belonging to the French, 
and the only part of the conti- 
nent which they poſſeſs ; bound- 
ed. N. and E. by the Atlantic 
ocean ;'S. by Amazonia; and W. 
by Guiana, or Surinam. It ex- 
tends 240 miles along the coaſt 
of Guiana, and nearly 300 miles 
within land; lying between the 
equator and the 5th degree of N. 
lat. The coaſt is low and marſhv, 
and ſubject to inundations, froia 
the multitude of rivers" which: 
ruſh down the mountains with. 
great impetuoſity. The ſoil is in 
many places fertile, producing. 
ſugar, tobacco, ys. 
fruits, &c. 

CarenNe River, which poſts. 
through this country, is 100 
leagues long; the land which it.

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DELAWARE, one of the 
United States of N. America, is 
fituated between 38 29 30 and 
39 54 N. lat. and between 75 and 
75 48 W. long, 92 miles long and 
24 broad; having Pennſylvania 
N. Delaware river E. Maryland 
on the 8. and W. It is divided 
into 3 counties, Neweaſtle, Kent 
and Suſſex; whoſe chief towns are 
Wilmington, Newcaſtle, Dover 
and Lewes. Dover is. the ſeat 
of government. The number of 
inhabitants in 1799, was 59,094, 
of whom 887 were flaves. This 
State, the upper parts of the 
county of Newcaſtle excepted, is, 
to ſpeak generally, low and level. 
Large quantities of ſtagnant wa- 
ter, at particular ſeaſons of the 
year, overſpreading a great pro- 
portion of the land, render it 
equally unſit for the purpoſes 
of agriculture, and injurious to 
the health of the inhabitants. 
The ſoil along the Delaware riv- 
er, and from 8 to x0 miles into 
the interior country, is gener ally 
a rich clay, producing large tim- 
ber, and. well adapted to the va- 
rious purpoles of agriculture.
